$a PALATAL CONSONANTS $A "In pronouncing the hard dental consonants the tip of the tongue 
raises to the upper teeth, while for the alveolars it touches the alveolar ridge. To produce 
the corresponding soft Komi consonants the articulation of the organs of speech changes 
drastically: the tip of the tongue is lowered toward the lower teeth, and the blade of the 
tongue is raised to the hard palate. 11 (p. 284) 

$a STRESS $A "Stress generally falls on the first syllable." (Bubrich, p. 5) Four words are 
cited, however, in which there is free variation between first and second syllable stress. 
Lytkin states more broadly that "stress in Komi is not strictly fixed, exhibiting only a 
tendency to fall on the first syllable." (p. 285) In compound words, both parts receive equal, 
stress. "The expression of stress is weak. It amounts to a small increase in amplitude, 
generally in connection with a small rise in pitch, but always without the slightest 
lengthening of the syllable," (Bubrich, p. 5) 

$a SYLLABLE $A (C)V(O(C) $A Word-initial clusters of two or even three consonants may occur in 
Russian loan words and in a few other rare cases. (Bubrich, p. 6) 

$A /t/c-fricafive, d/j-fricative, c-fricative, j-fricative/ are described as "lisped." 
(Bubrich, p. 8) 

$A Iv-approximantl is produced "with a greater opening in the articulatory organs, approaching 
non-syllabic /u/ (but without losing its labiodental character)." (Bubrich, p. 7) 

$A /i-bar> schwa/ are "under stress, closer to the back than to the front series." (Bubrich, 
p. 7) /schwa/ is "very weakly rounded" under stress only. (Bubrich, p^.6) 

$A /t/s, f , x/ are only found in recent Russian loans, (p. 283) 

$A /v/ is realized as Cv-approximant] word-finally. (Bubrich, p. 7)
